Drumright, Okla., Fob. I.— It. L. Moore, editor of the Drum­ 
right Post, was seized by a band of six masked men at 7 o’clock 
last night, taken to a thickly wooded spot a few miles southeast 
of the city and severely flogged with a blacksnake whip, police 
said today. 
Moore said he asked the members of the band why 
they had seized him, according to the police, and was told it was 
because he had been printing radical editorials, advocating over­ 
throw of the city, county and state government, and had lined 
up with the lawless element. At 7 o’clock last night Moore, who 
lives on the outskirts of the city, said he was walking homo when 
he was accosted by an unmasked man. 
While they were engag­ 
ed in conversation an automobile carrying six masked men drove 
up and he was thrown into the car, he said. 
The machine then 
was driven rapidly out of town. After the whip had been applied 
hot tar was poured into the wounds, Moore said.

the men replaced his clothing, returned him to the edge of the

B. Youngblood, A. D. Jackson, J. H. 
Sutton, R. F Dreitzler, R W Persons, 
State Forester, El.

Mina Henry, A. W. Buchanan, Mrs. 
Morris Tatum, Lee J. Rountree, E. ti. 
Parks, S E Eberstadt, C L. Beason, 
Major W. R. Cavitt acted as chair­ 
man of the meeting and C. L. Beason 
as secretary. 
Dr. B. Youngblood, Director of the 
Experiment Station, A. & M. College, 
favored the meeting with a talk, not 
only interesting to those present but 
one which would be helpful to all our 
people throughout the county. 
He 
said he could not help but think we 
should turn our attention once a year 
to the m atter of 
beautifying 
our 
homes, farm steads, and our highways. 
He pointed out that the appearance of 
some farm steads seem to need but one 
sign painted in big letters and that,

Dead 
Farm .” 
Dr. 
Youngblood stated that many under­ 
take to plant trees not adapted to 
this section and as a result the effort 
fails. He pointed out that among the 
dependable trees for this county are 
the commonly overlooked, but beauti­ 
ful. 
Yaupon the dogwood, 
ttie 
red 
bud, live oak etc. Reference w as made 
to the failures to get the California 
privet, w ater oak etc. to live and flour 
ish 
on 
the 
College 
campus 
and 
grounds, whereas, the Yaupon, 
live 
oak etc. would have done well. A t­ 
tention was called to the fact that the 
clay in Bryan was such as to hinder 
tree growth, but this, he said, could 
be overcome by digging holes four 
feet deep and four feet wide, set the 
tree in this and filling hole with sandy 
loam. 
State Forester E. O. Siecke, of A. 
& M. College, stated that the institu­ 
tion of Arbor Day was most helpful, 
but as now established it did not suit 
all section as a tree planting day; it 
came too early for the North and too 
late for the South, but he suggested 
that people interested 
in

trees do the work when time was ap­ 
propriate for their section, or local­ 
ity.
